1 
was told that such ft fountain never 
existed, but since going to Florida I 
know better. Didn't my dear old 
daddy walk me off my legs going 
fiotn St. Cloud to Runnymede and 
hack, scorning to rest? Didn t he 
tell tile he felt us young and active 
as he had felt twenty year* before? 

1 never lost my childish interest in 
tihe fanciful pictures of thi* seeming 
fairyland, but resolved to see it for 
myself some day. in 1009 my inter¬ 
est was renewed and l purchased a 
little farm and 2 couple of town lots 
down on the southern part of the East 
Coast that year, but it was not until 
the morning vf the 8th of November, 
»9(5. that my eyes beheld the land of 
niy dreams. I think, had 1 not been 
already pretty well prepared for what 
1 wax about to see, I might have been 
disappointed. To one reared on th*: 
fertile prairie* of Iowa in an age 
when pioneering was a thing of the 
past, it requires a fertile imagination 
or prophetic vision to picture things, 
noi as they are, but us in time they 
wit! be. Chicago lay in ashes, a most 
dismal sight, when that great mer¬ 
chant. Marshall Field, walking amid 
the smoking nun*, saw a vision of a 
greater Chicago and bought heavily 
•'? (hat devastated region. I have 
since talked with men who lived In 
Chicago in those days, who have to|o 
me how much they might have been 
worth had they invested in real es¬ 
tate then, and they had the money to 
do it with then, too. These men to¬ 
day arc what they were then, men 
who hesitated and lost. 

Unless a man is gifted with a ra¬ 
tional imagination, or as some might 
call it, foresight, he will not see much 
to ciuhukc him within Florida a* he 
gases out of the car window* while 
travelling up and down or across the 
State. A few words apparently tell* 
all- Blue skies, level landscape, pm«* 
and stumps, sand, palmrtioot'* evciv^ 
where, now and then a turpentine 
still, or a sawmill, delapidatcd, old 
tumble-down houses which seem t j be 
the landmark of ante-bellum days, 
broad tortuous, sluggish streams, 
fcllvery sheeted lafces, and over all and 
always to be seen from three to a 
dAzcn turkey buzzards circling ana 
circling the whole day long. A deso¬ 
late country, one might *ay. if they 
knew no more. However, now and 
anon as a sunburst from behind dull 
gray clouds, one breaks in upon a 
scene where the hand of man his 
worked with the hand of the Crcamr 
and the transformation is truly mar¬ 
velous. VVJho can look upon a grove 
of golden oranges or grapefruit wi*)i- 
'•ut an inspiration of prophetic vision.’'

1 * ret It, virile ld.u »4 ha* been infused 
Into every artery and vein of the 
pen insula. It ha* flowed ill from ad¬ 
joining Southern Stores, from the 
North an«1 Wrat. It brought mil¬ 
lions to invest, even when Cracker 
opposition t • progress was a political 
factor. It is bringing many more 
millions to invest as the progressive 
clement cinches control. 

Florida has lead the procession o! 
alt the Southern States on the score 
of phenomenal growth, and the book 
value of her climate is the primal 
cruse. Of course the climate I* not 
responsible fur her rich deposits of 
pirns; hate rock , r»»r her immensely 
valuable fisheries, but wh #n you add 
her climate to |ur t.JTj miles of 
palm-fringed coast line, her splendid 
harbor* and bay* ard her short-cut 
iTadc routes to the Panama Canal, 
you have a pretty sure footing for 
your optimism. 

There was a time wljrn it wa* 
rather the custom to refer snccringly 
In Florida a# “that swampy sand-pit 
winter resort that jut* out Into the 
t.ulf «! Mexico.'' There was St 
Augustine, the oldest city In America, 
and the rather romantic St Johns 


River, where you could fish f"r sal¬ 
mon. or shoot aligatorst if you hap¬ 
pened to be a sportsman. 

Tampa was a one-tunn town, built 
as an experiment, ami Key West had 
possibility * if it vver got a raihoad. 
pineapples, sipoditlas. citron, bananas 
of a sort, avocado pears, plums, 
peaches, grapes, kumquats, loquats. 
I kgs, mangoes, rice, sugar cane, cot¬ 
ton, arr *wroot, tobacco, indigo, siala 
hemp, New 7 .calami It.ix, corn. oats, 
and a variety of other things, only 
there was no way to transport them 
out and market them at a profit—a', 
least not on a considerable scale. 

There were yellow fever, the h<<©k 
worm and the alligator to contend 
with, not to mention the old school 
Florida Cracker, who regarded any 
♦r*rt of a stranger with the same favor 
he bestowed upon a scorpion 

Florida thirty years ago and Florida 
today offer almost m* surprising a 
Contrast as Southern California of the 
tw<' periods, and the Pcninaular 
Status present-day growth is very 
ikeiy to surpass the growth of tha: 
Pacific Coast region. She certainly 
h»# immensely cheaper land to offer 
to till* homesevker and ha* not be¬ 
gun to draw so heavily upon the fu¬ 
ture for the support of speculative 
values.

Hut notwithstanding all thi« Bad¬ 
ness and sorrow at home and the lo** 
• if our many comrade* ou battle* 
held*, wc still sung, "Tramp, tramp, 
tramp, the boy* arc marching, clicei 
up comrade* and be gay, and bencuth 
the Starry Hau wc ahull breathe the 
ntr again of the tree land in our own 
bclcvtd home.'* . 

Again, many of our coiyrad*-* were 
captured by the enemy and placed tn 
priiom pen*, win became living *krle- 
tonft, begging for something to cat 
and drink, but sad to say, their beg* 
King was a'l in vatu, for many of them 
died of starvation. 1 never wa* a 
prisoner of war, but 1 imagine 1 can 
yet see these poor comrades sitting 
tn prison pen* and hear them utter 
word* like these 

“In the prison cell I nit thinking, 
mother dear, of you, 

■Xlul our blight and happy home *o 

far away; 

And the ear* they fill my vyci, in 
spite of all 1 can do,

Since our return from the war 
teeming thousand* of our comrades 
have been laid away to rest in the 
various burying grounds throughout 
this land, hut still there are some 
here and there who yci survive them, 
hut wc are growing aged and shaky, 
that firm and steady step wc used to 
have is becoming more infirm a* time 
got* on, and we, too, must soon pas* 
out* 

11 inv*' often thought if I should be 
tile last surviving veteran of the com¬ 
munity in which 1 live, I would feel 
very sad .Mid lonely, and 1 would be

"1 uni lonely since my comrade* died,

Largely Used in Treatment 
Wounds in Europe. 

Seigicn! dressings, says the Lon¬ 
don I ancct, are now thing* of the 
past, Wounded soldier* in military 
ho»pitaU arc being treat* d by "saline 
irrigation,* as the doctors call it, re¬ 
cently invented by Sir Almrnih 
V* right. 

ThU saline irrigation consists of a 
solution of warm water with from 
3 to to per cent nf salt in it, It can 
lie kept at a nafrtnul standard (it 
warmth in tui ordinary Thermos flask, 
suspended above the bed with a rub¬ 
ber tube conveying the fluid to a 
rmull glass tube. 

*1 hu* the new means of wound- 
beultiig. Here i< what a doctor has 
to •*y on its application. 

The offkvr in question, who ha* 
bven treating tile wounded blue- 
jacket- Tom the battle of Jutland, 
told the writer: "Wc on no account 
«*t»ply a dressing Surgical dressings— 
blit, bandage and wool—are not being 
ii*ed iwopt, fit course, during the 
transportation of a wounded soldier 
f*om the field of battle, when hi* 
wmind must be covered up in the *>ld 
wav with lint and antiseptics. 

’Take, for instance, the case 1 have 
hero of .1 soldier w-ho has a severe 
shrapnel wound on the knee. You 
see that while the bedclothes arc ar¬ 
ranged in the usual way over the tip- 
pi r part of his body, a *ort of ‘cradle’ 
is formed over the lower part, so as 
to kerp the wound quite clear from 
any possibility of contact with th2 
coverings. Here the salt water is 
trickling down ail the time, drop by 
drop, from the glass tube onto the 
wound, running day and night with¬ 
out intermission and carrying off the 
poison from the wound and helping 
lo cleanse and heal It/' 

The “•aline irrigation" undertakes 
to clean up and heal most septic 
wound* in three or four days. The 
salt penetrates the scat of the poison¬ 
ing and carries it off. 

Sir AJmroHi Wright says of it: 
"The salt draws out from the in¬ 
fected tissues the lymph which 
has spent oil its of rcautauce 

to the poisonotts Mc^aa. while il 
draw* into the tissue lTum the hfomt 
•trtmu the lympth which fl tht* cncui? 
of the microbe.*' 

On the oth-r hand Sir Afffiruth Ar¬ 
gues that the ordinary dressing in 
clitics to become a barrier fo f?;c frti 
discharge of lymph from tfi£ wound, 
though it is contrary ' iJ tr^tth tp say 
that nurses allow drc*«ii*g* to stick 
and cause bleeding ou removal. 

"Aa regards burnt," the doctor 
concluded, “the French have discov¬ 
ered a most efficacious method of 
spraying severe burnings with paraf* 
tin,*’-----

OFFICE TO BE ABOLISHED 
ON JANUARY 


From the State Comptroller’* office 
ha* been mailed put to all of the 
Sta!»* *nd Federal banks In Florida .1 
circular latter calling attention to 
the provision of the Act of the Legis- 
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Inure of iqij. providing U r the *hol- 
i.limcm of the office ol County 
Treasurer in each county in ihc State 
and making provision, for the dispo¬ 
sition of ihc county funds. The Act 
becomes effective January I. *917, and 
i. iu pursuance of Ihc amendment to 
the Constitution sulimittcd hy the 
Legislature in tfltj and ratified hy 
the voters at the general election in 
November, 191s. providing for the 
abolishment of the office of County 
Treasurer. 

Ill- Act provide, that between the

It Is 
made the duty nf these hoards to di¬ 
vide tile funds among tile hanks so 
qualifying. Each hank acting as de¬ 
pository jihall pay to the county two 
per cent on hank balances ill funds 
subject to check and four per cent on 
balances deposited for three months 
•r longer. The hoards arr required 
to publish monthly statements show¬ 
ing the condition of each ol the sev¬ 
eral county funds, 

Under flic old system the county 
was required to pay the County 
Treasurer firs tor keeping the funds 
Under the new system ihe county will 
In; paid for the privilege of keeping 
its funds. Instead of paying out more 
than a hundred thousand dollars an¬ 
nually for keeping county limns, the 
several counties in this Slate will not 
onlv save this amount, hut will receive 
a large sum for Weeping county funds

products of ihc United States in iqtS. 
according to the L’nited States Gco- 
leeidl Survey, Department of Ithe 
Interior, was $125,704,844* Three va¬ 
rieties of brick and tile and miscel¬ 
laneous product* increased in value 
in tyis com pored with 1914* Fron* 
brick, valued at $ 9 , 535 . 5 *#. increased 
$245,913, or nearly j per cent over 
1914; drain tile, valued at $8,879.21*4, 
iturented $ 357 *^J 3 . or 4 l*r cent; fire 
brick, valued at $18,839,931, Increased 
$2.412384. or nearly 15 per cent; and 
miscellaneous products, valued at 
$3,716,044, increased SSLtJO, or 17 per 
cent. There was a decrease of the 
total product of about J per cent. 

The product that showed the great¬ 
est decline wa* sewer pipe. Common 
brick and terra cotta alio showed tie- 
ctcase compared with 1914* The de¬ 
crease in these industries oecurrea 
dining the early month* of the year, 
but the conditions Improved during 
the last three or four month* of the 
fBWJ the year closing with bright 
prospects for 1016,

•ion bill, shorn of the Clark amend* 
ment which would have provided for 
freedom of the island* within four 
years, was reported to (he Senate 
from conference August 7 *l». 

The conference virtually restored 
the language of the House bill, which 
affirmed the purpose of the Unite! 
Stiffs to withdraw from the Philip¬ 
pines whenever a stable government 
lias been established It is expected 
tliat it will be accepted by botn 
houses in that form.

I he theory that suffrage for women 
will cause the housewife to drop her 
dish-pan and inop and desert tin* 
kitchen for the stump is a fallacy, ac¬ 
cording in Senator Shitrolh of Colo- 
iado, Thu State has had equal suf¬ 
frage for twenty-three years and, 
therefore, Senator Shafroth is recog¬ 
nised in many quarters a« an author¬ 
ity on votes for women.

An increase it. the .|Uautity ul gla» 
sand used in the United Slate, in 1915 
over that in I9<4 may be explained In 
part by the activity ol the glass in¬ 
dustry due to increased exports, a 
direct effect of the wat in Europe. 
Tht production •>( glass sand in 1915 
wax 1.884,014 short tons, valued at 
$1,1x81.640. This is the largest quan¬ 
tity ever reported by the United 
States Geological Survey, Depart¬ 
ment of the Interior, which has just 
issued its annual statistical report on 
-and and gravel. Some weeks ago 
figures were given out lor the produc¬ 
tion of glass sand in the principal pro¬ 
ducing States, but the above ate final 
figures for the entire country 


Molding sand was produced in very 
much greater quantity in 1915 than in 
1914. owing in part at least to |lte 
foreign demand lor vast supplies u{ 
machinery and munitions requiring 
the castiug of metal, which called lor 
the use of molding sand in large 
amounts The total production of 
molding sand throughout the United 
States as reported to the Survey was 
1.585.746 abort Ions, valued at $,.t,j.- 
403. 1 

The report showa that the total 
quantity ol tan.l and gravrl produced 
In 1915 and reported to the Survey 
was 76,603,303 short tuns, valued nt
